A crew of seven and 14 
passengers were aboard when 
the plane left London. Other 
passengers were picked up in 
Paris and Vienna. 

Against the Greek account 
that 58 persons were aboard, 
the airline manager said the 
Constellation carried 57—50 pas- 
congers, including three chil- 
dren and the crew of seven. 

SOS Received. 


“At 8:37 a.m. local time (1:37 
a.m. St. Louis time) the opera- 
tions branch of El Al airlines 
received an S O S from an El Al 
Constellation on its way from 
Vienna to Israel from the Bul- 
garian border,” he said.

The President was asked if 
he thought Talbott acted im- 
properly in retaining his part- 
nership in a New York manage- 
ment engineering firm. 

Mr. Eisenhower replied that 
he did not think any man can 
properly hold public office 
merely because he is not guilty 
of a crime. But, he said, there 
has been no charge of any 
illegal activity in Talbott’s case. 

Recalls 1952 Definition. 

During the 1952 campaign, the

|definition of a public servant, 
'that his actions must be impec- 
cable both ethically and legally. 

Mr. Eisenhower said the ques-

Turn Out for Bulgan- 
in and Khrushchey 
After Berlin Visit. 


MOSCOW, July 27 (AP)—With 
big smiles, Premier Bulganin 
and Nikita Khrushchev returned 
to Moscow today from the Ge- 
neva conference. 

Shortly after they got back, 
it was disclosed that they plan 
to go abroad again—to Britain— 
in the spring. Bulganin also has 
another trip pending. He plans 
to go to India this winter. 

There were indications he 
may make some sort of “report 
to the nation” on the Geneva 
conference, similar to President 
Eisenhower's address Monday 
night. 

Neither Bulganin nor Krush- 
chev, the Communist party 
boss, made any statement at the 


airport. They were greeted by 
\. I. Mikoyan, first deputy 
premier; V. M. Molotov, foreign 
minister, and Marshal Georgi 


K. Zhukov, defense minister, 
Molotov and Zhukov had pre- 
cedede them home from Geneva, 

Bulganin and Khrushchev 
went down a line of waiting 
diplomats, shaking hands. Both 
stopped to chat a moment with 


Mario di Stefano, the Italian 
Ambassador. 

The Premier and party was 
flown here from East © Berlin, 


where they had visited for three 
with East German Prime 
Minister Grotewohl and other 
leaders of the Communist gov- 
ernment. 

(‘The United Press said from 
East Berlin that Russia had 
agreed to discuss with the East 
Germans the return of German 
prisoners-of-war held in Russia, 
A joint Soviet-East German 
communique issued over East 
Berlin radio shortly after 
Khrushchev’ and Bulganin left 
for Moscow told of the agree- 
ment.) 

Khrushchev in an address last 
night to a crowd of 250,000 in 
East Berlin's Red Square re- 
stated the Soviet position that 
Germany must be united only 
within an all-European security 
pact. The Russians, he declared,

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MOUSE DEFEATS 
PRESIDENTS BILL 
ON ROAD BUILDING 
BY 184-178 VOTE 


Action Indicates Prob- 
able Approval Later of 
Democratic Proposal 
Based on Pay-as-You- 
Go Financing. 


WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP) 
—The House today rejected 184 
to 178 President Eisenhower's 
plan for a multi-billion-dollar 
roadbuilding program financed 
through long-term bonds. 


The standing, party-line vote, 
was subject to a possible later 
roll call which conceivably could 
reverse the outcome. 


But it pointed toward prob- 
able acceptance instead of a 
rival Democratic proposal for 
a highway program to be paid 
for through $14,423,000,000 in 
added automotive taxes over the 
next 16 years. 


Democratic Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn of Texas predicted final 
passage for the Democratic plan 
today. 

Mr. Eisenhower's program has 
already been beaten in the Sen- 
ate, which passed a roadbuilding 
bill without any financing pro- 
vision. 

The Democratic bill, by Rep. 
George H. Fallon (Dem.), Mary- 


land, approved by the House 
Public Works Committee, calls 
for $12,423,000,000 in added 


automotive taxes in the next 16 
years. It includes a one-cent-a- 
gallon increase in the federal 
gasoline tax. New roadbuilding 
would total 50 billion dollars in 
a 13-year period. That would in- 
clude 3614 billion dollars in fed- 
eral funds, of which 24 billions 
would be for superhighways.

He Admits Hitting Boy 


With Belt, Burning 
Him, Holding Head 
in Water. 


Richard Lloyd, a Public Li- 


brary employe, was held today 


in the death of his 4-year-old 
stepson, David Newton, who had 


been burned and severely beaten. 


Lloyd, 19 years old, a Negro,. 
admitted in a signed statement 
beating the boy with a belt, 
holding his head down in a tub 
of water, knocking him down 


‘and burning him with matches, 


police reported. 

The child was dead on a bed 
at the Lloyd home at 4030 En- 
right avenue when police ar- 
rived at 12:25 a.m. today. Llogd 
at first said the boy struck his 
head a table while running to 


_ avoid a strapping. 


However, Mrs. Lloyd told po- 
lice her husband had tortured 
David. She said Lloyd had beaten 
the boy severely on previous oc- 
casions. 

Lloyd then admitted he beat 
his stepson for failing to obey 
his command to wash a bed sheet 
in a tub of water, police re- 
ported, He was quoted as saying 
he held the child’s head under 
water in the tub twice for 
about 30 seconds each time. 
Mrs. Lloyd said the submersion 
was much longer. 

Lloyd acknowledged that when 
the boy fell on the floor, after 
a blow, he squirted the child 
with fly spray,’ then applied 
matches to the liquid, police said. 
The body showed numerous 
burns and bruises. 

Lloyd's wife, Willie Mae, 21, 
said her husband had also kicked 
her son. Lloyd told police he 


‘tried to revive the boy with ar- 


tificial respiration and, failing 
in that, he dressed him to hide 
the marks of torture before call- 
ing the police. 

An autopsy will be performed 
today. Lloyd is a clerk-typist at 
the Public Library's Wolfner 
Branch for the Blind, 3844 Olive 
street. The Lloyds have two chil- 
dren of their own—Richard Jr., 
2 years old, and Rodney, 4 
months.

Missiles for U.S. Forces. 

The United States Seventh 
Army has received guided mis- 
siles atid additional atemic can- 
non in the last year. The British 
Rhine army is trying out a new 
tank and has begun experiments 
with a new organization of di- 
vision suitable for atomic war- 
fare. 

The informants said reports 
of recent deliveries to the Rus- 
sian forces listed only conven- 
tional. weapons. Western strat- 
egy takes into account that So- 
viet forces in East Germany 
probably have atomic weapons, 
too. 

The T-54 is a postwar Rus- 
sian product. It is a turtle back 


tank, roughly similar to the 
Stalin II, It is reported to have 
an almost recoilless 100 mm. 
gun. 

Intelligence reports list all 
Soviet divisions in the east zone 
now as fully motorized with 25 
per cent of the vehicles new. 
The proportion of armored ve- 
hicles of all types also has been 
increased. A further develop- 
ment is the supply of armored 
personnel carriers to all types 
of units. | 

The modernization apparently 
began last fall and reached its 
peak in May and June when the 
bulk of the new tanks and guns 
reached Germany. 

At the same time the Soviet 
army is reported to have intensi- 
tied its troop training in pro- 


atomic weapons. 

Reports here indicate there 
has been no change in the basic 
organization vf Red ground 
forces in East Germany. It is 
still made up of eight armored 
divisions, 14 infantry divisions 
and 11 specialist divisions—just 
as in previous years. The spe- 
cialist divisions include artillery, 
anti-aircraft, engineer and rock- 
et units.

WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)

men missing at the end of the 
Korean war, but has been unable 
to discover the fate of 470 
others. 

William H. Godel, deputy as- 
sistant to the Secretary of De- 
fense, said Communist China ad- 
mits holding only 11 American 
airmen and two Army depart- 
ment civiliams. 


“However,” Godel said in a 
letter to Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), of California, “it is pos- 
sible that at some date in ‘the 
future the Communists will ad- 
mit holding in China additional 
United States personnel.” 


The return of American air- 
men and civilians held in China 
has been listed as one of the 
principal topics for discussions 
at Geneva Monday between 
American and Peiping ambassa- 
dors. 

All Not Considered Alive. 


Godel said that in demanding 
of the Communists an accounting 
for the missing 944 Americans, 
the United Nations command 
“did not state, or did it intend 
to imply, that it considered all 
of these 944 to be alive and held 
against their will by the Commu- 
nists.”

Dixon-Yates contract. 

Anderson said his committee 
was not yet satisfied that the 
information issued by AEC on 
the contract negotiations was 
complete. 
doubted anything was 
gained in pursuing the matter 
further. 

He said he believed AEC 
might have now made public all 
the information it believed im- 
portant in connection with the 
contract. 

“Some of us on the committee 
might have a different view of 
it,” he said. 

The committee chairman said 
he was now about to receive a 
document he has been demand- 
ing. 

This is a controversial memo 
covering an April 3, 1954, meet- 
ing at AEC participated in by 
Adolphe H. Wenzell, former vice 
presideat of First Boston Corp., 
financial agent for Dixon-Yates, 
and former budget bureau con- 
sultant. 

Anderson said Chairman Lewis 
L. Strauss of AEC had informed 
the committee that a copy of this 
memo would be delivered. 

The New Mexico Senator said 
on the floor last week that Wen- 
zell’s participation in this April 
3 meeting had been concealed, 
and that it was one of the most 


important sessions in connection 
with the contract. The April 3 
meeting was not mentioned in 
the chronology. 

Anderson said Strauss assured 
the committee yesterday that 
AEC was handling the tontract 
cancellation, and not Attorney 
General Brownell. The commit- 
tee chairman had insisted that 
AEC should do so. 

Armstrong Testifies. 

J. Sinclair Armstrong, chair- 
man of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, appeared 
again today before the Antimo- 
nopoly subcommittee and told 
Senators he had discussed his 
previous testimony with Sher- 
man Adams, President Eisen- 
hower’s assistant.

The intent of the legislation as 
first proposed was to provide a 
reserve of 2,900,000 men. (No 
one has explained why a ready 
reserve of this size is required.) 
The legislation now passed sus- 
pends all obligation for training 
in the ready reserve, although 
membership in the reserve re- 
mains, to men who have been 
enlisted or inducted prior to pas- 
sage of the bill. 

This means that the trained 
and organized reserve will begin 
to grow only as six months 
trainees provided for in the leg- 
islation are graduated and as 
new enlistments and inductions 
for two years active duty expire 
beginning two years from now. 

New Look in 1959. 


As a result it may be some- 
time in the early 1960s before a 
reserve of the size wanted by 
the Defense Department will be 
raised. The provision for six 
months training expires Aug. 1, 
1959, at which time a new look 
will be taken at the whole pro- 
gram.

the ready reserve for a period 
that will make a total of four

The second incentive was to 
allow enlistments for inactive 
training for one year in the 
ready reserve to men now in the 
service upon discharge. This 
would be in lieu of two or three 
years service (depending upon 
the length of active service) now 
required in the ready reserve 
without obligatory training. The 
total number of enlistments un- 
der this provision may not ex- 
ceed 200,000 annually. 


Enlisted Leaders Sought. 


These provisions are an ef- 
fort to provide trained enlisted 
leaders in the reserves as cadres 
for the large numbers of trainees 
that will start graduating soon.

The young man faced with 
military service has a wide va- 
riety of choices to perform his 
military obligation. They extend 
from no active trainine com- 
bined with a ready reserve train- 
ing requirement of nine and 
one-half years, to a four-year 
enlistment in one of the serv- 
ices and a one-year ready re- 
serve training requirement. 


‘The choices are as follows: 


1. Enlistment in the re- 
serves of one of the services, 
or in the National Guard, be- 
fore reaching 18% years of 
age. The enlistee is then re- 
quired to continue to train in 
the ready reserve or in the 
National Guard until age 28. 
Training can consist of 17 
days active duty and 48 two- 
hour drills a year, or 30 days 
active duty. 


As with all required ready 
reserve training, once agreed 
to, this is compulsory. If the 
trainee fails to comply with 
the requirement he can be 
ordered to active duty without 
his consent for 45 days in 
any year and his obligated 
ready reserve service can be 
extended six months to make 
the 45 ravaed of training pos- 
sible. 


Six Months Training. 


2. Enlistment for six months 
training in the reserves of one 
of the services, before -reach- 
ing 18% years of age. The 
trainee is required to have 
not more than six and not 
less than three months of ac- 
tive training. He then is re- 
quired to train in the ready 
reserve for seven and one-

Men who enlist under this 
provision while in high school 
are deferred from active duty 
training, provided they are 
pursuing a course satisfactor- .

Persons who have critical 
skills and are engaged in civil- 
ian occupations in any critical 
defense -supporting industry 
or in any research activity af- 
fecting national defense may 
enlist under this provision, 
even though older than 18% 
years, take their six months 
active training and then be 
exempt from performing any 


ready reserve. This provision 
gives such individuals who 
might be inducted for two 
years an opportunity to vol- 
unteer for six months of ac- 
tive duty instead. 

ROTC in Colleges. 


3. Training in reserve of- 
ficers training corps in schools 
and colleges. Graduates are 
required to perform six 
months of active service and 
to perform inactive training in 
the ready reserve for seven 
and one-half years; 

4. Enlistment in any one of 
the services for two or more 
years. Total active and re- 
serve service requirement is 
reduced to six years—former- 
ly eight. A total of five years 
is required in active and ready 
reserve training combined. 
One additional year is spent 
in the standby reserve: 

5. Enlistment in the _ re- 
serves of any of the services 
for six years. The enlistee 
will have the same total ob- 
ligation as in four above. This 
provision enables reserve units 
of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Air Force and Coast 
Guard to enlist especially de- 
sirable personnel who will be 
trained for two years and re- 
turned to the reserve unit. It 
is of special interest to the 
last four services since their 
terms of enlistment are three 
years and longer. The reserve 
unit can offer an incentive of 
reduced active service to per- 
suade the man to enlist.

HE question of Senator Estes

Within thé past month Kafau- 
ver, as ‘chairman of.a Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee, has-con-

The politicians, perhaps joined 
by the press, will be inclined 
to pass off these morality hear- 
ings as an attempt by Kafauver 
to keep his name before the 
public.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have read with considerable in- 
terest your July 7 editorial on the 
subject of juvenile delinquency. I 
heartily agree with you that juvenile 
delinquency is no longer ‘overdone 
roughousing” and that “there is too 
Ominous a criminality in many of the 
cases now in the juvenile courts.”’ 

So many of us tend to regard ju- 
venile delinquency in terms of a Tom 
Sawyer prank that it is often diffi- 
cult for a subcommittee like ours to 
illustrate the true character of the 
problem. The disturbing findings of 
our recent investigations into the re- 
lationship of pornography and crime 
and horror to juvenile delinquency 
are helping to dispel some of the 
public apathy. 

I think that this nation today has 
the finest crop of youngsters in its 
history. Most of them are law-abid- 
ing and will grow into good citizens. 
But last year, some half a: million 
children came into juvenile courts 
and almost a million and a half got 
into trouble with the police. The 
FBI bears out your contention that 
the crimes of children are growing 
more serious and more violent. 

Like your Senator Hennings, I 
firmly believe that much of this de- 
linquency can be cleared away once 
the psychological and sociological fac- 
tors causing delinquency are ade- 
quately studied. On the basis of 
these scientific facts, the subcom- 

“mittee has made several recommenda- 
tions. We feel that better housing, 
better schooling and more attention 
to the needs of dependent mothers 
will help prevent delinquency among 
our children. We also fee] that noth- 
ing can compare with the home, the 
church and the school in hp gee 
proper environment for a good an 
‘upright life. 

Much, however, remains to be 

‘done. Editorials such as yours can 
go a long way toward combatting one 
of the greatest enemies in our battle 
against juvenile crime — lack of 
knowledge about the actual situation.

At least $1,000,000 a year in new sales tax 
revenue is expected to be produced for Missouri 
by the Department of Revenue’s drive to tighten 
up collections, just beginning. Thanks to legisla- 
tion authorizing employment of 30 additional au- 
ditors, Director M. E. Morris believes that current 
sales tax revenue of $91,000,000 to $92,000,000 
a vear can be significantly increased. 

This good news comes on top of a report by 
the Department of Revenue that yield of the 
state income tax increased, in the year ending 
July 1, by more than $1,256,000. 

Much of this increase is attributed to the 
drive to tighten up income tax collections, which 
included the photographing of federal income 
tax returns for comparison with state returns. 
When this work is completed the state treasury 
is expected to be at least $2,500,000 richer, all 
told. 

. + . 

These welcome evidences that existing taxes 
can be made to yield more by better enforcement 
are important to Missourians at this time because 
on Oct. 4 they must vote on a legislative proposal 
to increase state school aid some $15,000,000 a 
year beyond the present levels. | 

Originally it was proposed to finance this in- 
crease by a higher sales tax, but that part of the 
plan was defeated at Jefferson City. On the bal- 
lot along with the school “foundation” plan will 
be a proposal to levy a state cigaret tax, which 
has been estimated to yield between $8,000,000 
and $10,000,000 a year. 

A question that will occur to many voters as 
they approach the October election is how much 
revenue from existing taxes might be increased 
by still other ways of tightening up collections. 
For example, if the state is going to levy an 
income tax it ought to collect it from everybody 
with a tax liability, and the best way to do that 
is by withholding at the source. 

How. much revenue would a withholding plan 
produce? Would it produce enough to make a 
cigaret tax unnecessary to finance the school 
plan? 

In several ways the school foundation plan is 
decidedly an improvement on existing state 
school aid legislation, and many voters therefore 
will be tempted to approve it Oct. 4. But not so 
many will be ready to impose a new state tax for 
the purpose of financing it.

The 1955 Legislature adopted legislation giving 
the schools 3742 per cent instead of one-third 
of general state revenues, which means that they 
will receive some $5,600,000 a year more than 
they received during the preceding biennium. 
The higher revenues from tighter collection prac- 
tices will give them still more, a withholding sys- 
tem probably would give them more, and, bar- 
ring a serious economic recession, the natural 
increase in sales and income tax receipts could 
be expected to add more yet. 

Thus to many voters there will be a legitimate 
question as to whether it is necessary or desir- 
able to levy a new tax for financing of the school 
foundation plan immediately. It might be prefer- 
able, if the school plan is to be approved, to ap- 
prove it without a cigaret tax, and then take a 
look at the situation of school finances two or 
three years hence to determine whether addi- 
tional sources of revenue should be supplied. 

At any rate that Is a question for Missourians 
to think about between now and Oct. 4. 
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What, No Umbrellas? 

Vice President Nixon seems to be suffering 
from a touch of ombraphobi, or an exaggerated 
fear of umbrellas. He banished them entirely 
from the scene when President and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower returned to Washington from Geneva. The 
Vice President's “obvious reasons,”’ perhaps less 
obvious to those who got wet in consequence, 
were that he did not want umbrellas associated 
with the Geneva conference. The umbrella in the 
days just before World War IT became associated 
in the public mind with British Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain and the appeasement con- 
ferences with Hitler to which he carried it. 

Since Chamberlain's day, umbrellas have had 
their ups and downs. A platinum blonde ex- 
Powers model carried an umbrella with silver 
blue mink tails to get publicity for a movie. A 
chap named Ferdinand Kramer, an architect and 
industrial designer, built up an international 
business and got rich with an umbrella he de- 
signed out of pleated wrapping paper to sell 
for $1.98. 

So Mr. Nixon would only have been taking a 
calculated risk if he had let the welcoming dele- 
gation keep dry under umbrellas. Maybe some 
inveterate old meanies would have thought of 
Chamberlain and charged in the Senate that um- 
brella-carrying was once again rampant. But. we 
think it's an even break the umbrellas would 
only have stirred wholesome connotations of free 
private enterprise, whether in pleated wrapping 
paper or with silver blue mink tails. 
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Adenauer's New Troubles 

However much it eased East-West relations, 
Geneva may prove a set-back for German Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer. An immediate indica- 
tion of this was the defection of the Refugee 
party from his ruling coalition in Bonn. Possibly 
the temporary defections of some of the other 
coalition parties may become permanent. With- 
out some political realignment, Adenauer cer- 
tainly has lost the three-fourths parliamentary 
majority needed for adoption of still pending re- 
armament measures, 

Although Adenauer issued last-minute warn- 
ings against expecting too much at Geneva, he 
had obtained support for his rearmament and pro- 
Western policies by indicating that these were 
the essence of the “strength” which would in- 
duce the Russians to relinquish their hold on 
East German territory. 

As it became clear that the Russians were in 
no hurry to yield, German newspaper editorials 
began to complain that the Adenauer idea of 
“strength” had been a delusion. They said that 
the Russians are willing to wait until the 79- 
year-old chancellor leaves the scene for a succes- 
sor ready to consider reunification on other than 
the present Western terms. There have been 
hints, too, of constitutional changes to be 
achieved by attacking the ehancellor’s Christian 
Democrats as the “party of rearmament and 
partition.” 

The turn of events does not prove Adenauer 
wrong or his critics right. But it does reveal 
again how unwilling many Germans are to sup- 
port any course which seemingly threatens re- 
unification. There are other motives involved, 
but few which permit politicians to make a great- 
er appeal to national emotions. 

This is not the first.time Adenauer has faced 
political difficulties. So far he has been resource- 
ful enough to overcome them, and to keep his 
nation in the Western camp where it really be- 
longs. So he may overcome this new test. But 
should the Western powers continue to count so 
absolutely on him, or should more attention be 
given to the rather obvious inclination of Prime 


Minister Eden to achieve reunification before it 
becomes necessary to work with a perhaps less 
co-operative ieader in Bonn? 
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When Mr. Brownell Stood Mute 


As he studies the case. of Air Secretary Harold 
E. Talbott, the President should pay special at- 
tention to the dubious role of his Attorney Gen- 
eral, Herbert Brownell. 

Mr. Brownéll knew about Secretary Talbott’s 
relations with the Radio Corporation of America. 
He was asked to concur in an opinion approving 
them. He did not concur. But neither did he 
disapprové. He did not even warn Mr. Talbott 
or the President that regardless of legal niceties 
Mr. Talbott was skating on thin ice ethically. 


Nor did Mr. Brownell or anybody else, appar- — 


ently, warn President Eisenhower of the objec- 
tions raised when Mr. Talbott’s appointment was 
before the Senate in 1953. 

At that time Senator Kefauver of Tennessee 
and Senator Morse of Oregon, two of the six 
who voted against confirmation, called attention 
to the World War I aircraft production fiasco 
under Col. Edward A. Deeds, a scandal in which 
Secretary Talbott and his father figured rather 
prominently. 

At the request of President Wilson, Charles 
evans Hughes made a thorough investigation of 
charges against Deeds and recommended that 
the man be tried by court martial. (He never 
was.) Special committees of the House and the 
Senate made substantially the same findings. 
Very briefly, they were as follows: 

In spite of heavy expenditures, no American- 
made planes ever reached the World War I bat- 
tle front. Deeds was in uniform, in charge of 
the program, but his chief effort was to locate 
air fields at Dayton and to obtain contracts for 
Dayton business associates, including the two 
Talbotts through their Dayton Metal Products 
Co., and later the Dayton-Wright Corp., of which 
the elder Talbott was board chairman and the 
present Air Secretary president. Of these and 
other associates of Deeds, the Hughes report said: 

Col. Deeds’s former business associates 
were placed at once, through Government 
contracts, in a position where they had as- 
surance of very large profits upon a com- 
paratively small investment of their own 
money, and in addition were able to secure 
generous salaries which they charged against 


the Government as part of the cost of 
manufacture. 


When the Deeds affair was mentioned to Mr. 
Talbott two years ago he first said that since it 
had won a suit filed by the Government, his 
company had obviously been vindicated. Only 
later did he remember that the suit involved tax 
claims and not the tips, information and con- 
tracts obtained through the interested Col. Deeds. 

As Senator Kefauver said at the time, it was 
not the 30-year-old scandal that mattered so 
much as Mr. Talbott’s attitude toward it. He 
professed to see only indiscretion, but nothing 
wrong, in Col. Deeds's activities. When pressed, 
he finally said that as secretary he would not 
tolerate any such activities. In view of this the 
Senate confirmed him 76 to 6, the opponents 
being Senators Kefauver, Morse, Fulbright, Gore, 
Kilgore and Murray.

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A Business Share in Progress 

Powell B. McHaney has urged private enter- 
prise to go to work for the city’s prozress, now

The president of Civic Progress, Inc., told the 
Advertising Club that ‘“‘we can't rebuild St. Louis 
without private as well as public capital.” And 
as Mr. McHaney observed, some of the largest 
private institutions here are doing their best to 
advertise and promote and rebuild St. Louis. 

This spirit of initiative has not always been 
so evident. For example, the downtown central 
business district needs new buildings and more 
parking space. It has had no new buildings of 
consequence for 20 years. Yet in 1950 some local 
interests even fought a zoning requirement for 
parking space for new buildings. Their attitude 
seemed to be that it was up to the city to provide 
parking for downtown customers. 

Fortunately that narrow attitude did not 
prosper. As of 1955, Civic Progress is working 
for the enlightened self-interest of the business 
people of St. Louis. Private groups are plan- 
ning two major downtown structures and, as Mr. 
McHaney noted, there is a “quiet but spirited 
revival” downtown through remodeling. 

More and more private initiative is needed. 
Public funds will clear the Plaza area but pri- 
vate funds must rebuild it. Public money will 
create expressways and offstreet parking facili- 
ties but the parking problem will remain a chal- 
lenge to business interests. The city bond issue 
will improve parks and playgrounds and streets 
but property owners will have to improve the 
bordering neighborhoods. 

Private enterprise cannot sit back and let pub- 
lic enterprise tackle the big job ahead. Progress 
requires a partnership.

Applying Geneva to Asia 

Having done the constructive thing of agreeing 
to ambassadorial talks with Red China, Secretary 
Dulles dashes cold water on the hope that these 
might lead to broader negotiations at a higher 
level. While not wishing to exclude such negotia- 
tions, he told his press tonference, he does not 
think they are a likely possibility for the fore- 
seeable future. 

If that is Mr. Dulles’s considered position, 
somebody should tell him how far out of tune he 
is with post-Geneva public opinion. 

After Geneva, nobody is going to be satisfied 
with just striking the old postures and repeating 
the old formulas about Far Eastern issues. Sena- 
tor George expresses the dominant view when 
he calls for meaningful negotiations with Peiping 
to follow next week's ambassadorial talks. Sena- 
tor Capehart expresses it when he says: “I don't 
know how we are going to settle our differences 
with the Chinese Communists if we don't talk 
with them.” 

Is it really true, as Mr. Dulles suggests, repeat- 
ing an old formula, that the big issue in the 
Formosa area is whether Peiping will accept a 
cease-fire? Actually, as Mr, Dulles has pointed 
out, a de facto cease-fire is already in effect. 

Surely what is needed now is a feasible means 
of demilitarizing the coastal islands held by the 
Nationalists, so that nobody will have an excuse 
to resume shooting. And after that, surely what 
is needed is a feasible approach to a long-term 
settlement that eliminates Formosa as a possible 
source of future conflict. 

So we hope that ambassadoria] talks next week 
will not be confined to the narrowest possible 
terms, but will be encouraged to broaden out— 
always provided, of course, that Peiping meets 
us half-way-——and to lay the groundwork for more 
basic negotiations later on. That is the direction 
which Geneva has given to European events, 
and the American people will not be satisfied 
with anything less in the Far East.

expect speedy trials, speedy punishment; however, they also 
of oppose long jail sentences given in this country; if death penalty 
is not imposed, object of prison term should be rehabilitation.

LONDON. 

The few Britons who are aware that 
under American penal practice a man 
who is sentenced to capital punishment 
may sometimes cause his execution to be 
delayed for a long period of time 
through various legal maneuvers, never 
cease to be astonished by this situation. 

In one celebrated California case, 
fairly well-known here, a man S80 sen- 
tenced has remained in prison for seven 
years. Such an occurrence is simply 
unheard of in this country. 

Here a person convicted of a capital 
punishment offense is either executed 
within a very few weeks after trial or 
has sentence commuted. 

For example, a murdered woman was 
found near London on Feb. 9, this year. 
A laborer was tried for the crime and 
was sentenced to capital punishment at 
Old ,Bailey on March 23. On April 12, 
the Home Secretary reported he could 
not advise the Queen to use her pre- 
rogative of mercy, and on April 14, the 
man was executed. The elapsed time 
from crime to punishment took just 
over two months. 

Recently a British jury took just 24 
minutes to convict a comely young wom- 
an to death for murder after a one-day 
trial. One imagines a similar trial in 
the United States would have taken 
much longer, with the outcome much 
more in doubt. 


Few Legal Delays 


The British practice calls for prompt 
punishment for major crimes. The 
number of legal delays before sentence 
is carried out is few. In this way, the 
British feel, the punishment acts as a 
crime deterrent, remaining fresh in the 
public mind. 


Thus a man convicted of murder and 
sentenced to execution would, in all 
probability, be hanged in this country 
within three weeks. 


He would receive a full and fair trial, 
according to British rules of evidence, at 
the outset. Afterward, if a point of 
evidence is disputed, he can petition for 
a new hearing, but the judge does not 
necessarily grant a new trial. 

If a genuine point of law is involved, 
the condemned man can appeal directly 
to the Court of Criminal Appeal—or 
finally to the House of Lords. Even if 
no appeal is made or granted, all capital 
sentences are reviewed in the Home 
Office. The Home Secretary can ad- 


vise the Queen to exercise her preroga- 
tive of mercy. 


As far as the above-mentioned Cali- 
fornia case is concerned, no blame is 
voiced here that the convicted man and 
his lawyers have made every effort to 
prevent execution: But there is surprise 
that enough legal loopholes and techni- 
calities in American law can be discov- 
ered to keep anyone in the shadow of 
capital punishment for seven years. 

One comment here, in the Spectator 
magazine, is that to execute the Cali- 
fornia convict now after all these years 
would be an act of extraordinary bar- 
barism. 

Although the British appear less tol- 
erant of legalistic delay in carrying out 
capital punishment sentences, they are 
opposed to long jail sentences. The pre- 
cept is that long sentences cause only 
the moral or physical deterioration of 
the condemned, whereas if the penalty 
is not capital punishment, the objective 
should be to reform and rehabilitate the 
criminal as rapidly as possible. 


553 Death Reprieves 


During the first half of the twentieth 
century, British courts imposed 1210 
sentences of capital punishment. Of 
this total, 553 were commuted for one 
reason or another. That means 45 per 
cent were reprieved after sentence. 

By 1939, moreover, most criminals un- 
der life sentence were being released 
between 10 and 13 years. In the 1940 to 
1950 decade only one man served as 
long as 14 years in prison while under 
life sentence. 

Thus statistics indicate that a British 
criminal sentenced to capital punish- 
ment can expect much swifter justice 
and fewer delaying actions than his 
American counterpart. 

If, however, his crime merits only 
the longest jail sentence, he can look 
forward to freedom within an average 
of eight or nine years in this country. 
This again is believed here to be a much 
shorter time than an American counter- 
part would face. 

A study was made here of 129 prison- 
ers convicted of murder who were re- 
prieved and later discharged from pris- 
on. Only one was reconvicted of mur- 
der, and only 13 others had any subse- 
quent brushes with the law. Most of 
the subsequent cases were minor. This 
is considered by Britons as indication 
that short sentences are justifiable.

Q. From the way you describe Russia 
—as a backward country, with all kinds 
of shortages, bad transportation and so 
forth—it is hard to understand how the 
Communists have succeeded in selling 
it in many parts of the world as some- 
thing wonderful. 

A. If visitors could realize what the 
actual situation inside Russia is, it 
would be difficult to sell it. But so many 
peopae are not fully aware of conditions 
there. 

Q. But aren't the Russians always 
bringing in visiting delegations, like 
Chinese? 

A, When they bring the Chinese visit- 
ors in, the Russians show them the new 
University of Moscow, which is probably 
the finest educational plant in. the 
world. They show them the magnificent 
buildings, the 6000 single rooms for 
the students, and then they take them 
up apd down the wide avenues, and in 
the subways—to the Chinese it looks as 
if it is a fine system. 

Q. Did you run into Chinese every- 
where you went in Russia, or just in 
Moscow? 

A. The majority were in Moscow. 

Q. Are the Communists really concen- 


trating on China? 
A. There is no question about it. 
Q. Propaganda is their big weapon? 
A. Yes. 


Q. How can the U.S. counter this? 

A. We should let anybody and every- 
body come to this country and let them 
stay as long as they like. We may have 
to control a few people, but that should 
be our policy. 

Q. You think this would expose some 
of the Communist propaganda? 

A. They can’t he but be convinced 
that there is at least some inaccuracy 
in what they have been taught at home 
about their country. And if in return 
Russia would open up some there; it 
would be fine. We know so little first- 
hand about Russia. We have everything 
to gain by getting into some of the 
back areas there.

Between Book Ends 


The Old Malthusian Law 


THE PREVALENCE OF PEOPLE, by Marston Sates. 
(Scribner's, 320 pgs., $3.95.) 


One of the most lucid and literate 
writers in the field of natural sciences 
is Marston Bates, whose earlier “The 
Nature of Natural History” is a delight- 
ful introduction to this subject. The 
present book is a study of human popu- 
lations which the author carries out 
scientifically yet in a relaxed manner 
which makes easy reading out of what 
is often a dull! topic. 

The foundations which deal with 
health problems in the tropics and Far 
East have recently faced’a new prob- 
lem—and this is especially true since 
widespread use. of 
DDT and similar in- 
secticides has dras- 
tically lowered the 
death rates from 
malaria and the in- 
fant diseases. 

This new prob- 
lem revolves around 
the question wheth- 
er many lives are 
not being saved 
merely to be sacri- 
ficed later to star- 
vation in adulthood. 
For it seems as 
though the old Mal- 

Marston Bates thusian Law of the 
pressure of population en food supply is 
a grim reality in these depressed areas 
of the world. So the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation proposed to Bates that he under- 
take a population study which might 
supply some answers.to the questions 
being raised. 

Perhaps the most valuable service the 
author renders is to point out that cul- 
ture, as much as biology, shapes the 
ends of man. In this, homo sapiens dif- 
fer from other living creatures, and it 
is through man’s culture that the ap 
proach to solving many of his prob- 
lems must be made. In biological terms, 
improvement in the human species can 
only be measured in geological time; in 
cultural terms, rapid improvement is 
possible, even though it sometimes 
seems improbable. 

The book is well organized for under- 
standing by the layman. It an 
the numbers of men, then speculates on 
the nature of man and on the kinds 
of men. Next are considered problems 
of subsistence and reproduction and 
the control of reproduction. Then are 
taken up the causes of death—war, fam- 
ine and disease—and the postponement 
of death through sanitation and medical 
care. Finally are chapters on the idea 
of eugenics, the study of populations 
and a summing up called “Science and 
Human Affairs.” 

Like Harrison Brown's “The Chal- 
lenge of the Future,” there is no real 
blueprint here to solve the explosive 
population problem. Such a blueprin 
in fact, can hardly be drawn because 0 
the many and complex facets which this 
problem presents, 

Yet Marston Bates fs by nature an op- 
timist with an innate belief “not so 
much in the perfectability of men as 
in the improvability of culture.” And 
if man's use of his intellect to create & 
liveable society means anything, the 
author's conclusion is a logical one. He 
has written a readable book which is 
well worth reading.

Martin Luther in the Reforma- 
tion. 

“It is true that I hold these 
views,” he said, This is not 
simply a matter of interpretation 
of the Bible, although that is 
involved. There is a truth be- 
hind the Bible. 


“As far as Jesus is concerned, 
it is not the facts about him 
which «are important, but Jesus 
himself. Belief in Jesus Christ 
does not rest on the nature of 
his birth. 


“One does not believe in Him 
because He was born ofa virgin, 
because He arose from the dead 
or because He worked miracles. 
Belief is a matter of accepting 
as true the claims that He made, 
not about Himself, but about 
the meaning of life.” 

Charges Filed by Committee.

Grand Haven, Mich., recently 
mentioned fishermen taking lake 
perch by the hundreds from the 
long pier jutting into Lake Mich- 
igan. Kearns said that they | 
were of small size and that “a 
Missouri bluegill would put 
most of these perch to shame.” 

In the major man-made lakes 
in Missouri there are literally 
millions of bluegill and other 
species of small panfish that are 
almost totally ignored by. the 
anglers. The lake fishermen 
are interested only in the larger 
fishes such as jack salmon, bass 
and crappie. Most any guide, 
conservation agent, or resort 
owner, when asked about blue- 
gill, will say, “They are here in 
great numbers but no one both- 


“ers to fish for them.” 


In the Ozarks all panfish, ex- 
cept crappie and goggle-eye, are 
grouped under the common clas- 
sification, “Perch.” These are 
the bluegill, called bream in the 
deep South, the green sunfish, 
a close cousin to the bluegill, 
and the longear sunfish, or the 
“red-belly” of boyhood hook- 
and-line fame. All of these 
fishes are excellent fighters, for 


Hurry-Up 
Guy Beats 


DETROIT, July 27 (AP)—

larger. T. S. Hudson, fishing in 
Ketona lake in Alabama, on 
April 9, 1950, latched onto a 
granddaddy that weighed 4% 
pounds, 
Green the Most Prolific. 

The green sunfish, also known 
as the black perch, is a vora- 
cious feeder. Regardless ‘of wind 
or weather, it will invariably 
take almost any bait offered. 
It has a much larger mouth than 
the bluegill or longear and when 
it strikes a fly the fish is 
usually hooked and brought to 
net. They are the most prolific 


‘ of the sunfish family and most 


of the Missouri. streams and 
lakes are heavily populated with 
them. Green sunfish and blue- 
gill sometimes hybridize and the 
offspring will resemble botk 
parents. 

The longear sunfish is the 
scrapper of fhe entire family. 
It is also called red-bellied 
bream, red-eyed sunfish, and 
blackears, due to the black ap- 
pendage on its gill covering. 
They are also the pygmies of 
the sunfish tribe and are seldom 
more than seven inches in 
length and only occasionally do 
they exceed five 
weight. On a 4-ounce fly rod 
they will give royal battle and 
stubbornly refuse to quit. 

The bluegill, known also as 
bream, pondperch, and a host 
of other misnomers, is possibly 
the best known of all the sun- 
fish family. As the name pond- 
perch implies, they are very 
adaptable jo little farm ponds | 
or big lakes. They are usually 
stocked with bass in the small 
farm ponds, as a link in the 
food chain for the larger fish 
and also for the sport they 
furnish the anglers who enjoy 
fishing for these small fishes. 
Unlike the green sunfish, they 
have a small pugged mouth and 
are capable of taking only the 
smaller hooks, such as a No. 6 
or No. 8, and the smallest flies 
in the tackle box, including dry 


flies, are ‘‘just the right size 
for bluegillin’.” 
Bluegill, green sunfish, and 


longear sunfish were at one 
time protected in Missouri 
waters, At présent there are no 
limits or seasons. Fishery bi- 
ologists are of the opinion that, 
if they are allowed to multiply 
in large numbers unmolested, 
they seriously compete with bass 
and other game fish and that 
in time, especially in the small 
farm ponds, they will become 
the predominant species at the 
expense of the larger fish. For 
every bass taken, biologists 
recommend the removal of 10 
bluegill if the pond'is kept in 
balance. 

The same argument also could 
hold true for’ the large man- 
made lakes. The heavy popu- 
lation of these panfishes could 
be the reason for poor bass 
fishing that ¢@:as been reported 
this season oh many of the 
larger lakes. If more fishermen 
would realize that removal of 
these small fish means better 
bass fishing in the future and 
that, like the, Lake Michigan 
anglers, “It’s ‘the sport that 
counts and nof the size of the 
fish,” perhaps more anglers 
would be tryimg the excellent 
fun of fishing for these small 
but doughty fighters. / 

The next time you journey 
to one of the major impound- 
ments or to a _ swift-flowing 
Ozark stream, rig up your light 
fly rod with three or four mini- 
ature popping bugs, properly 
spaced on dropper loops, on 
your two-pound test leader and 
see for yourself what thrilling 
sport it is. You will also be 
helping yourself to better bass 
fishing in the years to come,

These circuits may figure in 
a Ciass A league that might have 
10 members. 

Next month Trautman will 
hold a meeting involving the 
Class B Carolina and Class C Tri- 
State Leagues and he said the 
Class A Sally and Class B Pied- 
mont Leagues also may be in- 
cluded. 

Date and site of this meeting 
haven’t yet been set but Traut- 
man said it was being called at 
the instance of Robert Hipss of 
Asheville, N.C., president of the 
Tri-State. 

The Sally (South Atlantic) 
League president; Bill Terry, 
may sit in on the meeting be- 
cause his circuit has a club— 
Charlotte—in. the territory that 
is requesting the meeting, Traut- 
man said. 

At the same time that he an- 
nounced the meeting in the 
southeast, Trautman emphasized 
that reports the Southern Asso- 
ciation and International League 
might be included in realigment 
plans were without foundation. 
The Minor League head said 
he was calling the Abilene meet- 
ing because Hal Sayles, presi- 
dent of the West Texas-New 
Mexico league, had requested it.

| garten last term. The teacher informed me she was 
completely lost in a group of children. She seemed 
so amazed at everything the group did and refused to par- 
ticipate or talk. The 
teacher said she was ex- 
tremely shy and that she 
mostly just stayed at the 
edge of the group. She 
not only didn’t talk to or 
play with the other chil- 
dren when they had free 
play situations, but it was 
very hard for her even to 
join in the routines. She 
loves school and never 
wanted to be absent. When 
she has the same children 
at her home to play, she is 
very talkative and enjoys playing with them very much. 
She is as noisy at home as she is quiet in school. 

“She is far above average in coloring pictures, putting 

puzzles together, and she adds both two and three numbers.

“FROM A BABY ON, her first experience at anything 
was always petrifying to her. For example, walking on grass, 
visit to the doctor, shopping at a large store, a photographer, 
her first puppy, water at the beach, even sometimes just a 
new person coming to the house. 

“I would appreciate very much hearing from you as to 
her behavior.” 

Your daughter really isn't doing too badly. She loves 
school—which is a big thing, even though she is shy and 
quiet when at school. Also you say she is with children at 
her own home, is fully sociable and talkative and enjoys 
their company. 

Also—and here is the important thing—she always 
seems to behave in a manner which is consistent with her 
personality. Thus you have noted that from babyhood on 
her first experience at anything was always petrifying to 
her. 
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HERE SEEMS TO BE THE CLUE as to what to do for 
her. You will have to prepare her in advance for each new 
situation. Start talking about it beforehand, tell her what 
will happen, even make a game of playing that she is doing 
the things or meeting the situation. (Some children get too 
excited if prepared in advance, but she sounds like a girl 
who needs and would benefit by such preparation. Go over 
with her in advance just what will happen, just what— 
approximately—she will do and say.) 

Particularly before first grade starts, she will need to 
visit the room, perhaps have the teacher visit her at home— 
anything which will make her feel at home and aequainted 
when school starts. 

‘For some time to come, preparation or not, you may ex- 
pect to find her somewhat shy, quiet and not fully partic- 
ipating in social situations away from home. But she does, 
thdeed, make up for this at home.

A St. Louisan at the Bamboo Curtain 
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Harry Lambly as Red Cross Area Director Meets Chinese Reds in Helping U.S. Servicemen 


HARRY LAMBLY..

TOKYO, July 25. (INS) 

¢ ¢ FHAVE here the names of 

[+s Americans you are hold- 

ing in Communist China,” 

Harry Lambly said to a sharp- 

featured Chinese who peered at 

him through a _ barbed wire 
fence. 

“I also have here 44 Red 
Cross packages addressed to 
them individually. Are you will- 
ing te accept them?” 

Then Lambly looked at Chi 
Feng for a long moment. He 
knew him well by his reputa- 
tion. Chi Feng had very nearly 
set a world record for surliness 
when he represented Red China 
during the big Panmunjom pris- 
oner exchanges that followed the 
Korean War. 

But today he was on his best 
behavior, the very figure of 
peaceful coexistence. Yes, he 
would accept them, Chi Feng re- 
plied impassively through his 
interpreter (although he speaks 
English fluently). But if the con- 
tents did not pass Chinese cus- 
toms they would be returned. 

Well, the packages contained 
items like hamburger, without 
gravy, and pound cake, some 
chewing gum and soluble tea, so 
there shouldn’t be much con- 
cern about that. 

But Lambly didn’t bother to 
explain this to Chi. Instead he 
handed him a list of the con- 
tents. A barrier opened and two 
coolies passed through with the 
first Red Cross parcels to cap- 
tives béhind the Bamboo Cur- 
tain. 

This was May 30 and the place 
was the other side — the Com- 
munist side — of the Lowu 
bridge that separates mainland 
China from the British Crown 
Colony of Hong Kong. 

That particular side of the 
Lowu bridge is a strange jour- 
ney for an American these days, 
but in Harry Lambly’s case it 
really isn’t surprising at all. He 
was helping American service 
men, and civilians, in trouble. In 
one way or another, as a Red 
Cross area director, that’s what 
Lambly of St. Louis, Mo., has 
been doing for the past 13 years. 

The whole show at the Lowu 
took 10 minutes. The next day 
four American airmen walked 
across the same bridge to free- 
dom and Lambly and his Red 
Cross aids were waiting in Hong 
Kong to help them. 

The stories about the packages 
and the freed airmen for a brief 
moment focussed attention on 
what is known in the Red Cross 
manual as “service at military 
installations,” or SMI around the 
shop. 

Lambly, 54 years old, is direc- 
tor of SMI for the Far East area, 
a Red Cross “command” that in- 
cludes Korea, Japan, Okinawa, 
Formosa and the Philippines and 
roughly parallels the United 
States military’s own Far East 
command, if you include certain 
Air Force areas. 

SMI is a flexible outfit. It can 
put Lambly on the Lowu bridge 
for 10 minutes, and get in the 
newspapers, or it can make 2744 
individual loans to families of 
Far East service men, as it did 
for a total of $150,000 last year, 
and keep it as private as those 
families wish. 

“That experience with Chi 
Feng was an interesting one,” 
Lambly said after he returned 
to his headquarters in Tokyo, 
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“but then it’s been an interesting 
13 years all around.” 

Lambly was born on Christ- 
mas day, 1900, in Montreal, be- 
came a naturalized American 
citizen, went through lowa State 
College, Grinnell College and 
the School of Social Work at the 
University of Minnesota, and 
joined the Red Cross in July 
1941. 

After a stint as field director 
for Texas, he moved to St. Louis 
in October 1942 as assistant 
director of SMI for the mid- 
western area. He took over as 
SMI deputy director in 1945 and 
became the Midwest’s SMI chief 
on Jan. 1, 1947. 


When Lambly left St. Louis 
after 11 years, to take over as 
SMI director in the Far East, 
the Korean War was still on — 
and under those circumstances 
he left his family at their home 
in Webster Groves. 

They are his wife, Metty, and 
two children, Patricia, 20, who 
just finished her sophomore 
year at Washington Uuniversity, 
and son, Neal, 22, just out of 
the Army. Neal is working at 
summer jobs and it’s a flip of 
the coin whether he’ll go to 
Washington University this fall 
or choose to stick with his sum- 
mer job at Sunnen Products Co. 
in Maplewood. 

The family lives at 1042 North 
Rockhill road. 

“We've lived in the same 
street, although not the same 
house, for all those 11 years I 
worked in §t. Louis,” Lambly 
recalled. 

— * * 


S Midwestern area director 
A of SMI in St. Louis, Lambly 

and his staff of 250 Red 
Cross workers were responsible 
for providing services to mili- 
tary installations in 16 surround- 
ing states. 

“My impression Is very vivid 
of the Midwest command,” he 
said. “First was the mushroom 
style growth of the staff to han- 
die the installations that sprang 
up during World War II. The 
demobilization came, and we par- 
tially demobilized, too. There 
was a challenge of adjusting 
wartime service to peacetime 
services. 

“Then another challenge came 
when the Korean War started. 
Experienced people were shift- 
ed to the Far East, there was 
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increased need for Red Cross 
staff at home where camps were 
sprouting again, and filling out. 
We mushroomed again.” 

Lambly was transferred to the 
Far East in July 1953 before 
the Korean armistice was signed, 
and arrived here early in Aug- 
ust, just in time to help thous- 
ands of freed American pris- 
oners of war who were being 
shifted from Korean holding 
camps back to the United States. 

“The functions of SMI in the 

Far East are identical with those 
in the Midwestern area,” he 
said, “and the program is al- 
most the same. We have certain 
locale problems, some communi- 
cations problems, but basically, 
it’s no different.” 
, What are these services at 
military installations? Funda- 
mentally, they are the Red Cross 
doing for service men and their 
families at military installations 
and in military communities 
what they do at home for civil- 
jans. 

Take Pvt. Joe Doakes, sta- 
tioned with the United States 
Twenty-fourth Division in Ko- 
rea. A letter advises his wife is 
very ill. Joe goes to the Red 
Cross SMI assistant field di- 
rector attached to his outfit. The 
AFD takes the facts, cables home 
asking for the latest word on 
Joe’s wife and in most cases has 
the trans-Pacific reply in 10 
hours or less. 

If the wife is badly off the 
AFD will help Joe get emer- 
gency leave. If Joe thinks he has 
a case for getting out of the 
Army entirely but his first ser- 
geant laughs at him, the AFD 
will take down the facts and if 
Joe has a case, present it for 
him to higher-ups. 

“There has been a terrific up- 
surge in counseling cases in the 
Far East, particularly in Korea, 
since the armistice. When com- 
bat ends, boredom takes over. 
There’s much time to think about 
other problems when they’re not 
firing at you,” Lambly ex- 
plained. 

Last year 8859 individuals 
came to Far East SMI for coun- 
seling service; 3146 of them were 
Korea cases.

N 1955 SMI will lend a total 
| o $260,000 to men on emer- 

gency leaves, fellows who have 
lost their pocketboods or to an 
estimated 2750 families of serv- 
ice men who are temporarily 
embarrassed. 

Lambly’s SMI also is respon- 
sible for seeing that the over-all 
Red Cross program — items like 
the Red Cross junior life saving 
program — is placed in opera- 
tion in military communities in 
the Far East. For example, the 
8000 service men and their fam- 
ilies at Clark Field in the Phil- 
ippines rate all the attention, 
and more, the Red Cross would 
offer a similar town in the 
United States. 

Lambly directs from Tokyo 
headquarters a force of 200 that 
includes four assistant directors 
who in turn act as field super- 
intendents for the main offices 
in the vast island chain where 
United States service men are 
stationed. 

One of the assistant field di- 
rectors is How Gregory, 
whose home is at 1216 Dubois 
court, Kirkwood, M 
Roma, is assistant acquisitions 
librarian at Washington Univer- 

sity. Gregory's current assign- 
ment is his third overseas tour 
of duty with the Red Cross. 

The four assistant directors 
in turn are aided by 35 field 
directors, 65 secretaries, 90 as- 
sistant field directors and 100 
a locally employed. 

To keep his own team smooth- 
moving. Lambly hops around 
Far East like a youngster 


of 20. 

“He is no fuddy-duddy,” said 
a man who has worked with him 
for the past two years. “He is 
a i yy able a tor who 

imagination and compels 
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others to follow his lead.” 

Take that trip to the Lowu 
bridge. After months of negoti- 
ations between the American 
Red Cross and the Chinese Red 
Cross, Pieping, mainly through 
good offices at Geneva, the Reds 
finally signified they would ac- 
cept 44 packages, limited to 2.2 
pounds each. 

Washington Red Cross head- 
quarters cabled Lambly and 
asked who he would send on the 
first mission. “Me,” he said. 

Lambly took along with him 
Richard Tomlin, senior ARC 
representative in the Philip- 
pines, and Nelson Riley of the 
Tokyo office. 

The deiivery of those 44 pack- 
ages started what Lambly hopes 
will be a steady twice-a-month 
delivery of packages to the men 
and women the Reds acknow- 
ledge holding, until they have 
all been freed. 


The 44 packages went to 15 | 


American military prisoners and 
29 civilians the Communists have 
listed as officially captive. Four 


of the packages went to the | 
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American airmen, called the 
“Fischer Group” by the Com- 
munists, who were released over 
the same bridge the following 
day. 

By checking with the airmen, 
Lambly learned that it would be 
more useful to go heavier on 
meat and jam in the next ship- 
ment of parcels, which went 
through June 15. 
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AMBLY’S Red Cross _ task 
L force did not have much time 

with the four airmen when 
they were freed because the Air 
Force rushed them through 
Hong Kong to Honolulu for a re- 
union with their parents. 

“But we did fix up a comfort 
kit for them,” Lambly said. 
“Lots of little useful items for 
the flight, like cigarettes, razor 
and blades, hair tonic, tooth- 
brush and paste. Someone had 
to think of providing those men 
with simple necessities.” 

To make sure that in the fu- 
ture returned prisoners would 
be similarly cared for, Lambly 
bought up a Supply of items and 
made up a number of other kits 
which have been left in Hong 
Kong. 

Now Lambly is looking forward 
to a new series of challenges. 
For with his tour of Far East 
duty nearly finished, he will be 
transferred later this year to the 
United States West Coast where 
he will take over as director in 

the SMI’s Western States area.

HE killing defense is often 
T so obscure, even on a double- 

dummy basis, that no faint 
criticism can be levelled at a 
pair for not finding that defense 
at the table. Consider the fol- 
lowing hand: 

North, dealer.

North’s bidding was a little 
strange in that he failed to rebid 
his good heart suit, but the fact 
is that there was no logical 
method of reaching four hearts, 
which would have been slightly 
superior to the spade contract 
(but by no means ironclad). 


West opened the unbid dia- 
mond suit, selecting the top of 
his incomplete sequence, the 10, 
and East put up the king. South 
won with the ace—and then had 
good reason to stop and think. 


There were some things that 
South obviously could not afford 
to do. He couldn't attack trumps 
—-the enemy would take their 
two tricks there and then col- 
lect the club ace and at least 
one diamond. South couldn't 
knock out the club ace immedi- 
ately—and if he did, the defend- 
ers could play two rounds of 
trumps and then shift to dia- 
monds. 


There was only one reason- 
able hope. South ruffed a dia- 
mond at Trick 2, then led the 
ace, king and queen of hearts. 
As he had hoped, it was East 
who showed out the third round, 
and now South was in control. 
If East ruffed low, South would 
overruff and trump his last 
diamond in dummy; and when 
East actually elected to ruff with 
the spade king, South simply 
discarded his last diamond. 

To repeat what was said origi- 
nally, it is not easy to defeat 
the four-spade contract with all 
the cards in sight—but try out 
this line: Let West open the ace 
of trumps and then shift to a 
diamond.
